1. SUMMARY. APPROXIMATELY 1,000 INDIVIDUALS REMAIN AS ASYLEES 
IN SANTIAGO DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS. END SUMMARY. 

2. LATEST STATISTICS RELEASED BY GOC MINFONRELS INDICATE THAT 
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AS OF DEC 12. 2,613 OF THE 3,574 CHILEANS AND FOREIGNERS WHO 
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HAVE CLAIMED ASYLUM OR "GUEST" STATUS IN SANTIAGO EMBASSIES 
SINCE SEPT 1 1 MILITARY COUP HAVE BEEN GRANTED SAFECONDUCTS TO 
LEAVE CHILE. OF REMAINING NUMBER. 730 PETITIONS FOR SAFECONDUCTS 
IN PROCESS OF BEING GRANTED AND 231 HAVE BEEN "DEFERRED” 
INDEFINITELY. 

3. GOC HAS ALSO GRANTED 535 SAFECONDUCTS TO FOREIGNERS 
EXPELLED FROM CHILE AND 538 TO FOREIGN REFUGEES LEAVING, BUT 
NOT EXPELLED, FROM COUNTRY. AN ADDITIONAL 1,888 "COURTESY" 
SAFECONDUCTS HAVE BEEN EXTENDED, MANY TO DEPENDENTS OF 
DEPARTING ASYLEES. TOTAL NUMBER OF GOC-GRANTED SAFECONDUCTS 
AS OF DECEMBER 12 IS 5,572. 

4. LARGE NUMBER OF APPLICATIONS STILL UNDER STUDY REFLECTIVE 

OF RECENT FLURRY OF DISCLOSURES TO FOREIGN MINISTRY BY EUROPEAN 
EMBASSIES OF LIST OF "GUESTS" NOT PREVIOUSLY REVEALED FOR 
VARIETY OF REASONS (REFTEL) OR WHO ENTERED MISSIONS IN RECENT 
DAYS. SPIRITED ACTIVITY PROMPTED BY DEC 4 MINFON RELS CIRCULAR 
NOTE (SANTIAGO 5986) TO EMBASSIES REPRESENTING COUNTRIES NOT 
SIGNATORIES OF INTERNATIONAL TREATIES ON ASYLUM WHICH STATED 
THAT AS OF DEC 1 1 (MARKING 3 MONTHS OF JUNTA RULE) NEW REQUESTS 
FOR SAFECONDUCTS SUBMITTED BY THESE EMBASSIES WOULD NOT BE 
CONSIDERED BY GOC AND THAT INDIVIDUALS CONCERNED WOULD HAVE 
TO PURSUE NORMAL EXIST PROCEDURES. 

5. AS RESULT OF NOTE, 13 FOREIGN MISSIONS SUBMITTED 307 

NEW NAMES IN 3 DAYS PRECEDING CUT-OFF DATE. FRANCE LED LIST 
WITH DISCLOSURE OF 72 ADDITIONAL GUESTS FOLLOWED BY CANADA 
KTPLN AUSTRIA (40), FRG (40), SWITZERLAND (33), SWEDEN (24), 

VENEZUELA (15 AND NORWAY (12). FIGURES REPRESENT NEW NAMES 
HANDED TO MINFONRELS AND ARE NOT RPT NOT TOTAL NUMBER OF 
ASYLEES IN RESPECTIVE EMBASSIES. SOME LATIN AMERICAN EMBASSIES 
NOT AFFECTED BY PROVISIONS OF DEC 4 NOTE MAY STILL HAVE 
ASYLEES WHICH THE MINFONRELS HAVE NOT YET BEEN INFORMED OF. 

6. CASES OF 231 DEFERRED SAFECONDUCTS LIKELY TO PROVE KNOTTIEST 
PROBLEM FOR GOC AND VARIOUS EMBASSIES. MOST OF 231 INDIVIDUALS 
ARE FORMER ALLENDE GOVT OFFICIALS OR UNIDAD POPULAR POLITICAL 
FIGURES WHO CURRENT GOC CLAIMS OR SUSPECTS TO BE WANTED FOR 
COMMON CRIMES AND IS IN APPARENTLY NO RUSH TO ALLOW TO LEAVE 
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COUNTRY.
